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Unnecessary Laws 

Wjuitpyei; happened to tile idea that legisla- 
tors wire elected to serve the. public? 

Present-day legislators are obviously' con- 
vinced that their role, rather than 'being a servant 
of the public, is, that of a caretaker* Their task, it 
would .seem, is to watch over thousands of irre- 
sponsible, not-too-bright citizens who are unable 
to decide what is best for themselves. 

Too much legislation now in the Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly is aimed not so much at the general 
welfare as to regulating the lives and movements 
of people, well able to take care of their own 
affairs.' 

Aside from the irksome and unnecessary 
regulations imposed on responsible, law-abiding 
citizens, in the hope of. catching a minority of 
lawless, irresponsible persons in the huge net, 
the cost of administering, each of triese laws is 
adding unnecessary and wasteful expense to a 
'government that is already too expensive. 

The gun-registering law is one example of 
this trend. In an attempt to keep guns out of the 
hands of people who would ; misuse them — and 
it's ridiculous to think it will accomplish this aim 
— the whole body of responsible citizens are be- 
•' ing legislated against like common criminals; 

And another shining example of unnecessary 
and wasteful legislation is the bill recently intro- 
duced to set up a Medical Review Board to deter- 
mine whether or not a person is fit to drive a car. 

We already have a driver licensing system. 
At the time you take your drivers test you answer 
questions concerning your fitness to drive. 

Bills of this sort assume that the average citi- 
zen is a liar, and must be forced to prove that his 
' health is good enough to allow him to drive a car. 
And bills of this sort are one of the reasons for 
growing contempt for the law. They force respon- 
sible, competent persons to practice duplicity in 
order to make a living. ' 

.The bill carries with it an appropriation of 
$850,000 to start -it off. Of course, if it passes, 
more money will be needed at a. later date. 

It provides some work for doctors, who most 
certainly are not in need of employment. It means 
more expense for every driver, in the form of 
mandatory physical examinations. It means in- 
vasion of privacy, and it will not make even a 
small dent on the number of traffic accidents. 

It would be considerably more helpful if the 
proposed $350,000 were used to pay more police 
to patrol the highways, or in making needed high- 
way repairs. And it might help to keep clown 
taxes if numerous legislators and government of- 
ficials would quit trying to think of more ways to 
spend money in policing the general populace 
and concentrate on using what money they have 
for the benefit of the man who pays the bill.

with a Russian destroyer in 
the Sea of Japan brought 
back old memories to a "for- 
mer Naval person." 

The Walker .was* commis- 
sioned on a cold.' raw April 
day in Boston's historic Navy 
Yard way back in 1043 and 
saw .service in the Atlantic, 
Caribbean, and Pacific dur- 
ing World War II. 

The slim 2100 ton "tin 
can" established a solid repu- 
tation as a fighing ship, but 
to the consternation of Shore 
Patrols in Boston, Portland. 
Maine; Norfolk. Trinidad. 
Aruhar Casablanca and Pearl 
Harbjpr, the. fighting was not 
confined to the sea. 

There was the time prac- 
tically the entire crew "vol- 
unteered" for non-existent 
working parties and stormed 
in to Port-Aii-Spain in Trini- 
dad to avenge a shipmate 
who had been worked over 
by some of the local citi- 
zenry. 

And there was another oc- 
casion when the Walker crew, 
successively took over every 
grog shop in a port town In 
Aruba by the simple expedi- 
ent of ejecting everyone not 
from the ship. 

Unfortunately, by the time 
the last oasis was readied it 
was filled with evacuees 
from earlier stops and the 
Walker crew was somewhat 
outnumbered in the ensuing 
melee. 

The Shore Patrol in Nor- 
folk, home base for the ship 
for a few .months, operated 
a regular taxi service for the 
crew until,- wearying of the 
duty, the Navy cops prevail- 
ed on higher authority to re- 
strict the free-swinging "tin 
can sailors" to the ship when 
ever the old 517 hit port. 

There were interesting 
times aboard the ship, too. 
Like the time when a torpedo 
from the ship, accidentally 
fired during a drill,, almost 
sang the U.S.S. Augusta 
which was carrying the then 
Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull to an important confer- 
ence in Casablanca. 

There were moments of 
shared glory when the Wau- 
ker was dispatched to a 
Caribbean site to assist in 
the sinking of a German U- 
Boat which was under attack 
by a Navy blimp and patrol 
plane. 

By the time the Walker 
arrived the sub had been 
sunk, but the ship captured 
the U-Boat crew and brought 
them back to Norfolk, Va. 

In 1044 the Walker was 
sent to the Pacific to join 
the Navy units engaged In 
the , Island-hopping that was 
to lead to the home of. the 
Japanese. 

The ship did escort- duty 
with the carriers and shore 
Bombardment ships which 
softened up the Japanese de- 
fenses at Tarawa and Kwaja- 
lein and got in a few licks 
with Us five inch guns dur 
ing the diversionary bom- 
bardment of Wotje, a smalt 
atoll in the Marshall chain. 

The Walker was ■ at Hol- 
landia in New Guinea and 
Guam before returning to 
Pearl Harbor for a, rest and

and solvency of social se- 
curity; 

The efforts of organized 
senior citizens' groups, cou- 
pled with the stark reality 
of inflation, have brought 
about competing proposals to 
expand .and increase social 
security benefits. Republi- 
can-inspired measures in- 
clude (n) an automatic cost- 
of-living Increase and (b) an 
11-percent across - the • board 
raise. Neither of .these meas- 
ures contemplates an in- 
crease in social security tax- 
es. The Democratic recom- 
mendation, is for an average 
20-percent raise in benefits — 
and a consequent boost in 
payroll taxes. 

It should be pointed out 
that present social security 
taxes- tolal almost fl-pcrcent 
on earnings up to $6600 and 
these rates' will Increase to 
It -percent by 1073— even on 
the basis of present benefits. 

Bolh of the pending pro- 
posals appear to ditch the 
principle of "insurance"— 7 ln 
favor of a program of "wel- 
fare." If this trend"* contin- 
ues, social security cosls 
could skyrocket. In some 
European welfare states com- 
bined payroll taxes to de- 
Tray the cost of benefits of 
their programs have reach- 
ed no-percenl — as, for exam- 
ple, in Italy. 

The Administration pro- 
posal to "tax" social security 
benefits falls lo take into ac- 
count thai such Income of 
the beneficiary has, for the 
most part, already been tax- 
ed. It is true that an elderly 
person who has no i ncome 
other thnn his social secur- 
ity payments would be ex- 
empt. Still, a senior citizen 
who has been sufficiently in- 
dustrious or frugal to salt 
away funds from which he or 
she derives additional in- 
come — should not be dis- 
criminated against on thai 
account. 

Accrued liabilities of the 
social security system are es- 
timated at more than $1 tril- 
lion. As these liabilities in- 
crease — without correspond- 
ing contributions — the wel- 
fare of our younger citizens 
is jeopardized. These young 
people either through in- 
creased lax rates— or an in- 
flated currency — will have to 
pay for the added benefits 
which today's senior citizens 
may receive — but toward 
which they will have made 
no financial contribution. 

Senator Charles Percy of 
Illinois tuts advanced a low- 
income home ownership plan 
that could transform living 
conditions Tor the poor of 
America. 

It seems to lie generally 
conceded that public 'bous- 
ing, urban renewal and vari- 
ous other existing federal 
programs has failed to rid 
our cities of slum areas. Even 
the controversial — and ex- 
pensive — device of federal 
"rent supplements" (or sub- 
sudies) seems no more prom- 
ising. 

Senator Percy — a success- 
ful business man before he 
entered the U. S. "Senate- 
has developed a plan to help 
poor people acquire their 
own homes. His National 
Home- Ownership Foundation 
provides a federally charter- 
ed corporation with author- 
ity to borrow $2 billion in 
debentures guaranteed by 
the Federal Government. 

This corporation (Home 
Ownership Foundation) in 
turn — may guarantee up to 
more than 00%. of the 
amount borrowed from a lo- 
cal lending institution for 
purchase or a home or an 
apartment. The Foundation 
may also pay part of the pur- 
chaser's interest charges

City Sales Tax Passat House 

"It never stops — last week 
we told you about the 
"broadening bills" that will 
put taxes on your medical 
bills, haircuts, baby buggies 
and coffins! This was for 
needed State Income Rev- 
enue as recommended by 
Governor Kerner. Now the 
Mayors from alt over the 
State, led by Mayor Daly of 
Chicago; and Including many 
of the Mayors, "(not all of 
them) from Lake County 
have descended on Spring- 
field-pressuring the Legis- 
lators to pass another Va cent 
increase in Sales Tax for the 
Municipalities which would 
raise our Sales Tax to 4'/j 
cents— which means a nickel, 
This would, give Illinois the 
dubious' distinction of having 
the.highesl sales 'tax In the 
land! 

Now don't .misunderstand, 
I know the Mayors of our 
Municipalities have a real 
a n d continuing problem. 
Their police, their firemen, 
street and water employees 
all are clamoring for more 
money; and in this time of 
continuing rising prices, they 
need more money. We can 
not blame them for the mu- 
nicipalities' problems by say- 
ing in law, "you must do this, 
you must do that — and you 
figure out how to pay for It." 
Then the Mayors also use the 
old plea, "our people are de- 
manding these services? 
This latter statement always 
angers me. I. insist that the 
one's continuing to use this 
statement are the elected 
and/or appointed officials 
and not the people. It is my 
belief that the people arc fed 
up' and do dot want more 
services with the necessarily 
attached — more taxes! 

The x h cent increase In 
Sales Tax did pass the House 
and now goes to the Senate. 
I believe it will pass by a 
narrow margin after a lot of 
debate .This writer did not 
vote for it for many reasons. 
In the first place if Gover- 
nor Kerner's broadening 
bills go through adding ser- 
vice tax to almost every em- 
ployment, this should almost 



double the sales tax revenue 
Income for all the municipal- 
ities from, the l M cent sales 
tax that they now receive, 
(continued on page 3) 
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thee U. S. House or Rfeprc 
sentalivcs. Several Demo- 
cratic Senators and Repre- 
sentatives also have indicated 
their support. 

The first-year cost to the 
Federal Treasury is .estimat- 
ed at a modest $13 million.

Postmaster Warns Of 
Air Line Ticket Frauds 



Postmaster General Law- 
rence F. O'Rrlen warned the 
public today to be alert for 
air Hue ticket frauds. 

"Fraudulent purchase and 
use of air line tickets have 

• become major criminal activ- 
ities," Mr. O'Brien said. "Or- 
ganized criminal elements 
are using the mails to pur- 

Jchase these tickets and then 
soiling them at discount. As 
a result, the Postal Inspec- 

. tlon Service has intensified 
its investigations of these 
frauds." 

The Postmaster General 
offered these tips for combat- 
ing the fraud: 

1. Report all offers to 
. sell tickets at discount — air 

line tickets just aren't sold 
at discount, except to special 
groups by authorized agents. 

2. Immediately report 
the loss or theft of a credit 
card — these cards are a ma- 
jor source of the fraudulent-; 
ly purcluuf&d tickets; ■ "* 

3. * Notify authorities^ if 
you receive a billing for a 
flight you didn'L take— the 
criminals may be using your 
name to obtain tickets. 

Mr. O'Brien said the De- 
partment's computers are 
being used to aid in detec- 
tion of the scheme's pro- 
moters. 

He also noted that the In- 
spection Service has been 
co-operating with - the air 
line industry, which has 
alerted ticket handlers right 
down to the counter level.

In September, 
tflflO, 20 cases were being" 
probed. A total of 41 per- 
sons are now under imtfet- 
ment in these cases. 

In addition, the air line 
ticket investigations arc de- 
veloping evidence of other 
criminal acts. A recent ser- 
ies of investigations in coop- 
eration with _other_Jaw_ en- 
forcement agencies and air 
line representatives led to a 
total of 57 arrests on such 
charges as ' counterfeiting, 
transportation of forged and 
stolen securities, armed rob- 
bery^ and" burglary.. Of the 
57 arrests, 13 were on 
charges of mail fraud. 

The fly - now - pay - never 
crowd takes advantage. of the 
airlines' fast response to a' 
customer's request for tick-, 
eting. The fraud promoters 
may use the telephone to 
order their tickets and have 
thenv mailecrrto. ' a fictitious 
name. 

Another method victimizes 
a legitimate ticket agency. 
Tlte promoter may place a 
$50,000 order for tickets and 
pay for them with a certi- 
fied check. Having built up 
confidence, the next time he 
comes around with a $75,000 
order and a check that 
bounces. * ■ 

The tickets purchased arc 
often with open reservations, 
making it possible for them 
to be used on any number of 
flights. The fraudulently

This is energized from two 
directions. First, there is an 
'increasingly evident revival

Illinois but also throughout! 
(lie nation. 

Second, township leaders, 
iii Illinois sire stimulating 
action 'thai will add -new vi-i 
tality to township govern- 1 
ituml,- 

Increasing public interest 

■ wji.s reflected last No.yeinbcr 
m an i election in Saline 
CoutHy, The news of this 
election wsis somewhat sub- 
merged by more widely pub- 
licized races', but it had vital 
significiince. In this South- 
ern" Illinois county, township 
government was 'put to a 
vole: keep it or throw it 
out. The citizenry of Saline 
County voted to keep town- 
ship government — by a 2I2 
to I margin. .The vote was- 
7,103 to 2,6t»f>. 

At the opposite end of the 



state— (n the northern town* 
ship of Nlles— Supervisor 
John J. Nimrod has stimu* 
lated thinking that is certain 
to be reflected in public and 
legislative action during 

1067. 

"The future of this peo- 
ple's form of government 
looks very bright," said Nim- 
rod. 'in 1967. we will start 
with an official, rcsludy of 
township government, then 
seek every possible way to 
improve, expand and streng- 
then it. 

"We believe that township 
government may be the Ideal 
vehicle for administration of 
many national, state and 
county programs and we pro- 
pose "to encourage,- such ac- 
tivity throughout the coming 
months." 

One of the first steps will 
be the appointment of nii 
Illinois legislative commis- 
sion, to codify township.-layvs. 
This means regrouping scat- 
tered statutes affecting town- 
ship government into one 
statutory "section. Moderni- 
zation of these laws will na- 
turally follow, it is predicted, 
for the benefit of the people 
within township jurisdictions. 
This updating has not been 
done in Illinois since 1870.

Savings Bonds 
Sales In March 

Lake county residents pur- 
chased a total of $844,540 in 
series E and II United States 
savings bonds in March ac- 
cording to Philip L. Speidcl, 
Lake Forest, general county 
chairman of the savings 
bonds committee. 

Purchases in the state of 
Illinois were $30,056,649, ac- 
cording to Arnold J. Ttauen, 
state director of the Treas- 
ury Department's savings' 
bond division. This is 13.5% 
below the total for last 
March and accounts for 6.5% 
of national sales, which were 
$459,000,000. Public, hold- 
ings of scries E and H United 
States savings bonds gained 
$116 million in March. The 
cash value of scries E and 
It bonds outstanding at the 
end of March was ..§50,514 
million. A year ago* the fig- 
ure was $49,405 million. 



Officials representing the 
state's 1400 townships adopt- 
ed, a resolution during their 
1966 convention in October, 
requesting the state legisla- 
ture^ to undertake this proj- 
ect, Reports from Spring- 
field indicate that it will be 
done. 

A variety of structural and 
administrative changes in 
township government will be 
considered In this' legislative 
commission study. 

One may involve the physi- 
cal size of townships— to es- 
tablish a minimum based on 
square miles and property 
value evaluation. Theoreti- 
cally, townships should be 
36 square miles in size, but 
there arc some which are 
smaller than this, and which 
contain a smalt ■ population 
count and few urbanized 
areas. 

Another suggested change 
would bring the township to 
theforefront as a voter regis- 
tration and election control 
body, These functions arc 
now handled at village, city 
or county levels, but general- 
ly, without standardized pro- 
cedures throughout the state. 
Township . clerks are well 
qualified to serve as registra- 
tion and election officials 
beyond their present duties 
of supervising township elec- 
tions. 

Changes in tax-assessment 
and tax collection procedures 
— now handled, differently 
throughout the state by eith- 
er- township-or county-offi- 
cials — will be considered; 
This involves standardization 
and modernization of these 
functions — again updating 
the township's role. 

State law now requires, 
that a highway commissioner 
be elected in all. townships 
in the state, even in those 
which do not have township 
roads. This applies to many 
city-township and suburban- 
Chicago township units. A 
proposal will be made to rem- 
edy this situation in areas 
where there arc no roads 
under township jurisdiction. 

Township officials have al- 
so suggested a change in the 
name of town auditors. Al- 
though the three elected au- 
ditors are responsible for au- 
diting township accounts, 
their duties can and do go 
beyond this function They 
serve as township directors — 



and it Is proposed that they 
be so identified. 

A controversial area of 
physical changes In town- 
ships affects the status of 
"downstatc" township super- 
visors and assistant' supervis- 
ors who," upon election to 
these offices, also serve on 
county boards. This pattern 
exists in all counties .except 
Cook, where, a separate board 
of county" commissioners is 
elected, every four years. 

In other counties, the 
township -county ■inter- rela- 
tion lias been an effective 
means of coordinating dis- 
trict governments. However, 
the matter' has . become in- 
volved in legal tntcrpreta-, 
tloris- of the one-man, one- 
vole rule, and there is agita- 
tion to change the pattern. 
A change would* drastically 
affect procedures ":■ ami re- 
sponsibilities' of township and 
county officials, and .would 
require a series of alterations 
in state legislation, 

Before this issue is settled, 
there will be considerable 
debate and perhaps supreme 
court rulings, 

• These considerations — 
starting with codification of 
the law — portend the future 
of Illinois township govern- 
ment structure. The con- 
cluding article in this scries 
fill cover the futures in 
township responsibilities to 
the people of the state.
